HE great interest in modern poetry 

which has swept the country in recent 

years, making its publication and the 
sale a financial as well as an esthetic 
achievement, has perhaps found the pub- 
lishers and dealers lagging behind in making 
use of poetry for special promotion by dis- 
play. The increasing sales of modern 
American poetry, for instance, has seemed 
to beget a policy of letting well enough 
alone, The fact that the sale of Robert 
trost or Edna St. Vincent Millay compares 
satisfactorily with the sale of fiction; that 
Countee Cullen became a favorite thru his 
‘rst published volume—this ease of sale 
may influence a bookseller to rest com- 








placent, making little effort to give especial 
display what the public so readily buys. 
Then, too, poetry has the reputation of 
being a quiet, dignified form of literature, 
with only an occasional “Congo” touch. 
“General William Booth Enters into 
Heaven” to the accompaniment of the 
tambourine and the big bass drum and 
both the author and the great leader 
of the Salvation Army have commanded 
thru unique and 


respect and attention 
colorful means. But more often “All 
the air a quiet stillness holds.” Poets 


and poetry are shy, retiring; and their 
publishers are usually content to follow 
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Possibly the readers 
of poetry are among the most quiet people. 

But this is only one side of the picture. 
Poetry, like life, is many sided; and it has 


conservative methods. 


infinite variety of appeal. ‘Today the great 
impetus to the interest in modern poetry 
has been given by those who have cast off 
the shackles of convention—and revived or 
perfected mew schemes of rhyme and 
rhythm. No advertising could be more 
radical than the changes wrought by Amy 
Lowell, Vachel Lindsay, Louis Unter- 
meyer, and all exponents of free verse. 





Allowing for all the dignity of the poet 
and of poetry and granting that there is an 
especial reason for the colorful displays 
given to romantic novels, is it not quite 
possible to put a little more color into this 
sedate, poetic scheme—speaking in terms of 
trade? 


There are several ways in which the sale 
of current poetry might be stimulated. 
First—it might be brought out of its corner 
to a place where it can be seen. 


The bookseller may say in reply that the 
size of his stock does not permit counter 
and window display. ‘There is apparently 
caution in the ordering of poetry! But 
granting that the dealer has only a few 
copies of an author on hand, a bookseller 
who can reach in and out of the window 
easily, should not hesitate because he has 
only one or two copies. In this way he 
may try out a few “‘leads,” with the idea 
of making a live thing go live-r. Then 
there are the proven books and anthologies 
which can be safely ordered in quantity. 
They can be given as much prominence as 
biography. 

If, as one dealer says, “display is half” 
then poetry has not done well for itself. 
The average bookstore has given but occa- 
sional thought to the aggressive display of 
modern poetry. Poetry lovers report that 
often when they wish to buy a volume of 
verse, it has to be ordered. ‘This leads to 
the conclusion that sales of poetry could 
be appreciably increased, if dealers would 
check their stock more closely when the 
traveller comes. Possibly the old and pic- 
turesque idea that poets live in garrets anc 
starve, has not been wholly superseded by 
the present day stories which publishing 
firms can tell. If the dealers would place 


their most attractive volumes of modern 
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verse where even itinerant shoppers can see 
and examine them, there will be added 
sales. 

Even the most enterprising bookstores do 
not often give poetry any space for display 
(Brentano’s seem to be a shining excep- 
tion). Alphabetically arranged shelves. 
Aiken to Yeats, away from busy aisles, are 
usually considered sufficient for the bright 
stars of poetry. If one wishes to bu 
poetry, he must hunt for it. This method 
seems singularly at variance with the strik- 
ing display given fiction. Acres of novels 
are exhibited in windows where space costs 
probably $5 per square foot per day. 

If a booklover goes window shopping 
he usually looks in vain for new volumes 
of verse. ‘There are truly wonderful dis- 
plays of history, biography, and travel; and 
a thousand times may one read the delight- 
fully illumined and illuminating greeting— 
but one almost never finds a poetry window. 

Because of the appeal made by one poem, 
a lover of verse will frequently buy the 
whole output of an author. Just to catch 
a glimpse of the poet in such lines as, 

“Oh, world, I cannot hold thee close 

enough,” 
or, “She sleeps, the lady of my delight,” 
will arouse profound and lasting interest. 

Single poems like “Flammonde,” 
“Birches,” “Chicago,” or ‘“Renascence” 
bring a reading public. If Robinson, 
Frost, Sandburg or Millay had written 
nothing else, they would still have achieved 
a place in the affections of real book buyers. 

Poetry especially lends itself to display. 
A bookseller can open the book to a par- 
ticular poem, which every passer-by can 
read. This is practically what is done with 
the greeting card. Take a single poem, 4 
delicate unit, and place it before the shop- 
per; this cannot be done with a novel, 
which is read for climax or for the effect 
of the whole. 

Such a poem as Countee Cullen’s “Yet 
Do I Marvel,” from his first published 
volume of verse, “Color,” which is selling 
so well this summer, would challenge the 
interest of even a casual reader. He would 

‘want to go further, if not from a love of 
poetry, at least because of a world-old kin- 
ship with the man who plays a losing game. 

Then why can’t we have more good 
colorful jackets for our poetry? Occasion- 
ally a publisher will give us a dash otf 
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color in our poetic coverings; but not very 
often. Generally, the jackets appear neat 
and monotonous. It is said that Countee 
Cullen got into the windows thru the 
jacket. 

How it would cheer us to see some new, 
colorful jackets on the anthologies. ‘Take 
the Jessie B. Rittenhouse collection—to 
many the most levable book of modern 
poetry published, for years it has worn 
simple white. A different covering might 
push the sales of this and other anthologies. 

The variety and scope that can be put 
into an exhibit of modern poets—English 
and American—should of itself warrant a 
window display.

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When the idea of presenting photo- 
graphs of authors as a feature of window 
display was suggested, one young woman 
in a large publishing firm, gave a sin- 
gularly expressive answer: “‘Yes,”’ she said, 
“It would help because poetry is so linked 
with personality.” 

We know something of the man who 
writes novels; but he is never revealed to 
us inevitably as is the poet. All the world 
loves a writer; fine photographs of the 
men and women who are today arousing 
such interest in their work, would give a 
pleasing touch and establish the right sort 
of intimacy between the authors and the 
public. 

Everyone knows how Mary Roberts 
Rinehart looks, and her delightful per- 
sonality has undoubtedly been a_ happy 
asset in increasing the sale of her stories. 

Good photographs of the poets whom 
we know only thru their work, would not 
fail to prove an effective and artistic dis- 
play. 

After the photograph had been shown in 
the window, it might well become part of 
a permanent collection to remain with the 
dealer. 

One cannot talk about the sale of modern 
poetry without mentioning Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay. “How is her poetry selling?” 
a bookseller was asked. “She is by far the 
most popular of all the moderns,” was the 
answer. “She is the one about whom we 
are always asked, ‘Have you any new book 
of hers?’”’ 

Miss Millay’s publisher says that if all 
novels went as well as Edna St. Vincent 
Millay’s poems, the firm would be happy 
indeed. 

John Hall Wheelock, who is not only 
a poet of distinction, but one who knows 
the publishing business thru many years’ 
association with Scribner’s, heartily en- 
dorsed the ideas of a new approach to the 
display of poetry. 

This author believes confidently that 
more could be done by publishers and book- 
sellers to stimulate sales by displays more 
on a par with what is used for other books. 
Mr. Wheelock also believes in the effec- 
tiveness of public readings by authors— 
readings of their own work. This, in Mr. 
Wheelock’s judgment, should be done 
where the poems themselves can be sold. 
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known authors as John Masefield, Alfred 
Noyes, Vachel Lindsay, Carl Sandburg, 
Robert Frost, Amy Lowell, Edgar Guest. 
and Tom Daly. 

Edgar Guest, who is so frequently asked 
for readings from his works, is said to have 
an income which approaches the salary of a 
bank president. We have heard much 
about literary work which did not pay. 
Is it a violation of good taste to quote a 
financial success? 

As a contribution to the nobility and in- 
spiration of life, poetry has never needed 
justification. The poets will always de- 
serve the whole-hearted co-operation from 
publishers and booksellers in making good 
sales better. 


People today expect things to come to them 
easily. Life is so crowded with details 
that much of interest and value is thrust 
aside; we seize what is at hand. 

It is not enough to have public readings; 
we need also continuous co-operation be- 
tween author and bookseller. This was 
happily instanced by Woodward and Loth- 
rop in Washington, during the meeting of 
The League of American Pen Women. 
Authors gave brief talks, which were fol- 
lowed by the sale of their books. The 
autographing by authors was another 
feature in selling. 

In support of the sales value of public 
readings by poets, everyone knows the re- 
ception given the lectures of such widely 


And So They re Traveling— 
With Books 


Thru their campaign booksellers have 
made books a more obvious and attractive 
present. An artistic example of how this 
has been done is the colored bon voyage 
label used by the Atlantic Monthly Book- 
shop of Boston. 


This decorative label, attractively 
printed, is used on the bon voyage boxes 
of books the shop sends to outgoing steam- 
ers. In describing its service, the shop 
says: “When your friends sail for Europe 
there’s no better way to say bon voyage 
than by sending a box of the newest books 
to while away long lazy hours on board 
ship. These telescopic boxes will hold one, 
two, or three volumes. Wire your order 
if time presses and we will meet the sail- 
ing date.” Such an appeal could not but 
help having results. And the ideal thing 
about books as bon voyage gifts is that they 


FTER the storm of agitation for books 
for travelers has come the calm 
which accompanies sales activity. It 

was in January that three groups, the rail- 
way and steamship companies, the savings 








banks, and the book publishers and retailers, 
combined in a campaign to encourage 
Americans to read more travel books and 
to save more systematically for trips abroad. 
Railway posters and National Association 
of Book Publishers’ display cards, ‘““Read— 
Save—Travel,” “Take Along a Book” and

But do not think that travel books can 
1e sold only to those who go down to the 
sea in ships. Figures made public recently 
by the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce show that approximately 5,000,- 
000 automobiles, or one-fourth the total 
registration of motor cars, will tour the 
United States this summer. An increase 
of 10 per cent in passenger cars, out of a 
total registration of 19,954,347 automo- 
biles January 1 in the United States. 

These 5,000,000 auto-tourists must, like 
those going abroad, know something about 
the sections into which they are. journey- 
ing. They plan their trips as carefully as 
those Europe-bound and booksellers who 
recognize this and make the right sort of. 
ippeal will profit by it. 


Read After You Travel 


But to all people the reading that is done 
ifter the trip abroad and thru this country, 
should mean as much as that done before. 
There is something very satisfactory about 
encountering descriptions of places to 
which the reader has been. Rather than 
be bored with such flash-backs he reads 
them thru interestedly, checking up on 
what he remembers. 

Five hundred thousand Americans are 
sailing to Europe this summer. Have you 
deen in touch with all the people in your 
ity who are going? Make notes of names 
appearing in the society columns of the

papers and send the travelers special let- 
ters in the fall, when they return, suggest- 
ing lists of books to read during the winter 
to enlarge their knowledge of the coun- 
tries visited. Unusual guidebooks, his- 
tories of art, books about the political and 
social history of England and the conti- 
nent, biographies, and translations of the 
work of foreign writers will have a 
stronger appeal than ever before. 

Finally there remains a class of people 
who never travel except via the book line. 
And there are quite as many fireside 
travelers as those who invest in visas and 
passports. These are no measly readers. 
Many of them follow their course on the 
maps and read thru an entire travel bibliog- 
raphy. They are as much the booksellers 
market as the others and should have sales 
Boston Transcript recently printed a story 
appeals as strong and as convincing.

not by an editor of subject matter, the au- 
thor, or the publisher’s reader. 

This distinction in personnel is impor- 
tant. The last-named persons have in mind 
the subject matter of the manuscript— 
they are reading it in order to determine 
whether the “meat” of the book is sound, 
whether the thoughts are clearly expressed, 
whether the line of thought is properly 
developed—in a word, whether, as a piece 
of literary work, the book is worthy of 
publication. The copy editor, on the other 
hand, is thinking of the outer dress of the 
ideas—the format that will speak to the 
reader—of such matters as uniformity in 
spelling, capitalization, punctuation, refer- 
ences, bibliographies, footnotes, citations, 
compound words, the use of quotations, 
sentence structure, and technical matters of 
arrangement—all the fine details which go 
to show whether every part of the work 
has been given intelligent attention with 
the purpose of making the product as 
nearly perfect as possible. 

Unless a person has actually done this 
professional copy editing it is difficult to 
appreciate how many variations are pos- 
sible. For example, how many laymen 
would believe that such a simple quantity 
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as “one half cubic centimeter” may be 
written in twenty-five different ways? lf 
all twenty-five varieties, or even only ten, 
were used in one manuscript and no one 
discovered it until the book was in print 
imagine the appearance! 

Many of the irregularities of style are, 
of course, due to the carelessness or igno- 
rance of the typist—errors unnoticed by 
the author because his mind was on the 
subject in hand. 

An enumeration of some of the questions 
that arise in regard to the use of abbre- 
viations, references, and numbers will 
illustrate this point: 

Are abbreviations to be used? If so, 
what are the correct forms? (There are 
several authorized lists. ) 

Are abbreviations of units of measure 
to be used in all cases or only when figures 
appear? 

What are the plural forms of the abbre- 
viations? 

What abbreviations are to be capitalized ? 

Do any abbreviations appear without 
periods? 

How shall firm names and names of 
railroads be treated? 

Are months to be abbreviated? When? 

When shall “Gen.,” “Prof.,” “Mr.” be 
used ? 

What abbreviations shall be used in the 
bibliography ? 

Are numbers to be in figures or spelled 
out? 

If in figures, are figures to be used for 
all numbers? 

Are commas to appear in figures contain- 
ing more than three places? 

Are zeros to appear before decimals? 

Shall “ten cents” be written $.10, 10 cts., 
10c., or 10 cents? _ 

Etc., etc., etc. 

It would be necessary to answer a list 
of questions several times this length in 
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order to cover all points of style on this 
one division of the work. When it is con- 
-jdered that each other phase has an equal 
number of problems is it to be wondered 
that the services of a professional are re- 
quired ? 

Typographical layout, familiarity with 
which cannot be expected from the author 
and other readers, is an entirely different 
aspect of copy editing and styling. For this 
work the more the copy editor knows about 
printers’ composition the better. The limi- 
tations of the printers’ keyboard must be 
understood, so that impossible arrangements 
will not be called for. An acute power of 
visualization is also necessary in order to 
see how the types chosen for the various 
kinds of material and headings will look 
in relation to one another, and also whether 
the type chosen properly indicates the rela- 
tionship of the material. 

It will usually be found that the tables 
in a manuscript have been typed and ar- 
ranged in a multiplicity of fashions. The 
stylist faces such problems as these when 
giving instructions to the printer: 


Is this a lino or a mono job? 

Does the table require vertical rules? 
Cross-rules? Extra spaces between groups 
of lines? 

When does the “stub” not require lead- 
ers? 

Are 
items? 

Are leaders to be used for blanks in 
columns? If so, how far should they ex- 
tend? 

What items in the stub should be 
capitalized ? 

Do units of measure applying to the fig- 
ures appear in their proper places? 

Are there any repetitions in column 
heads? 


Etc., etc., etc. 


indents necessary for some stub 


Naturally, the nature of the problems 
differs with the class of book. Business 
books require a knowledge of the correct 
use of financial and accounting terms and 
of the arrangement of standard forms, 
Statements, and records. 

Engineering and scientific books present 
multitudinous problems concerning abbre- 
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viations, figures, italic letters, Greek let- 
ters, hyphenating of compound words, etc. 

Botanical, zoological, and medical books 
necessitate a knowledge of the correct use 
of italics, abbreviations, and capitals for 
names of species and genera, and especially 
an understanding of the arrangement of 
bibliographical data. 

Historical, biographical, and economic 
books require care in verifying the spelling 
of geographical and historical names, and 
in capitalization. 

Even fiction requires the kind ministra- 
tions of the copy editor to catch errors in 
the use of quotation marks, elipses, proper 
names, capitalization, grammar—even the 
“mixing up” of the characters. 

Nothing has been said concerning the 
slips of English that creep in past all the 
previous readings—split infinitives, mis- 
placed clauses, non-agreement of subject 
and predicate, wrongly placed “onlys,” and 
other classic examples of “English as she 
is spoke,” but not “writ.” 

The reader is doubtless saying “Why 
cannot the compositor be given blanket 
instructions which will cover all these mat- 
ters, and why doesn’t each publishing house 
have a definite style and stick to it?” 

In answer to the first question—com- 
positors are paid to turn out as much work 
as possible. If they have to stop to puzzle 
over matters of style it slows down their 
production—a loss which the printer does 
not care to assume. 

In answer to the second question—even 
tho each publisher has a more or less 
standard style, no two books are exactly 
alike—individual problems arise. Also, 
printers work on books from different pub- 
lishers, and are liable to be confused when 
shifting from one piece of work to another 
unless manuscripts are properly styled. 

Printers who receive manuscripts copy- 
edited in accordance with the theory ex- 
pounded in this article all acclaim the 
inestimable value of the work. 


Theoretically, of course, no inconsis- 
tencies should remain after styling, and no 
corrections be necessary on the galley 
proofs (except the inevitable printers’ 


errors) : but allowing for the human factor, 
and barring author’s additions of new ma- 
terial to the proofs, ‘“‘a.c.’”’ charges should 
not average more than one line to a galley. 
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The Point of View of a Publisher 


John Farrar 


HIS is a course for those of the writ- 


ing craft designed by publishers, 
editors, college professors, and 
writers. 


You have often heard it said, “It is im- 
possible to teach creative writing.” This 
statement is quite as 
absurd as it would be N 
to say, “It is impos- 
sible to teach a man 
how to be a banker, 
or how to play the 
trombone, or how to 
paint pictures.” Given 
a certain natural 
ability, it is not only 
possible but necessary 
that a man should be 
trained in any art, in 
any craft, in any 
trade. Writing is, to 
be sure, more easily 
self-taught than painting, or music. 

There are geniuses who, by studying the 
work of others, by learning their own re- 
sources, develop a writing technique inde- 
pendent of advisers or teachers. These are 
the exception rather than the rule. 

Most of us were taught the rudiments 
of writing in school; but most academic 
teaching of writing—especially the writing 
of fiction—is dangerously remote from 
writing for the public. A college course is 
sometimes most disastrous for a man or 
woman who intends to make writing a 
career, unless the student is wise enough 
to seek historical, philosophical and scien- 
tific background and let the courses in 
composition take a secondary place. 

Yet the technique of writing must be 
mastered by everyone who wishes to be 
read. No painter, however radically mod- 


ern, would think of considering himself a 
master of art, without being grounded in 
the technique of drawing, and music is even 
more exacting.

he can afford to forget the rules, self-im- 
posed perhaps but nevertheless rules, of his 
craft. 

I hope you will throw away any pre- 
conceived notions of your own writing. | 
say this knowing perfectly well that you 
alone will know ulti- 
mately just how much 
real ability you have. 
An editor or pub- 
lisher can only give 
you his honest opin- 


ion of your work, 
based on his experi- 
-ence. Few authors 


realize what courage 
it costs to be frank, 
for an honest opinion 
is less appreciated 
than any other favor 
unless it be the loan 
of money. 

In the group of instructors gathered 
here are writers of great variety. ‘They 
will support me when I claim that the 
most difficult thing in the world is to make 
authors understand exactly what sort ot 
work they are doing. Each of us may ad- 
mire one type of writing more than an- 
other, but like a bookseller serving 4 
polyglot public, let us acknowledge the ex- 
istence and the legitimate place of many 
other kinds of writing. Mr. McKeogh, 
who is editing a magazine for the public 
that enjoys highly colored romance, prob- 
ably appreciates the essays of Robert Gay 
from Boston. Yet if Mr. Gay were to 
write for Mr. McKeogh, he would have 
to change his technique. Again, Mr. Gay, 
in his Simmons courses, would not at- 
tempt to teach a man how to write a love 
story for “McClure’s,” yet I fancy that 
Mr. Gay has a genuine admiration for the 
man who cam guide a magazine to wide 
popularity in a field totally different from 
his own. 


This article is 
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The best writers in any field, are usually 
those who excel in that field alone; yet this 
‘; by no means a constant rule. The one 
who is now writing highly sentimental 
ooetry for newspapers or popular magazines 
may be ultimately appearing in the pages 
of Miss Monroe’s “Poetry.” I have seen 
writers turn about almost overnight. Mr. 
Owen Davis, who will speak later in the 
week, is an example of a man so facile in 
technique and so gifted in emotional power 
that he can turn from creating an uproari- 
ous farce to the writing of a Pulitzer Prize 
Play. During a rich life, he has seen over 
a hundred of his dramas produced, and 
they run all the way from “Nellie, the 
Beautiful Cloak Model” to “Icebound.” 

Most of us want to make money, or 
must make money. Let us face this situ- 
ation; and not try to pretend that it isn’t 
so. Any publisher will tell you that no 
writer is so great that he fails to scrutinize 
his royalty statement! 


Suppose you are told that you have an 
ability in some direction, and want to con- 
sider the practical aspects, you will come 
to Grant Overton or to myself, to ask 
about the possibilities of publication. If 
the field is essays, it will be our duty to 
tell you that the chances are alarmingly 
small. If you are determined and sincere 
in your ambition, you will not care. You 
will persist in your field. If, however, you 
must find a more profitable field, it be- 
comes then your problem and ours to sug- 
gest and to guide. 


Suppose you have published one or two 
novels, but have never been able to sell 
them as serials to the magazines. Mr. 
Overton and Mr. McKeogh will show you 
that a novel may very well be a good novel, 
but that a serial is technically in an en- 
irely separate field, except that a serial 
may sometimes prove to be a very good 
novel. They will explain the mysteries of 
serial suspense, where the serial “break” 
should fall. Mr. Overton will tell you 
why he could publish in “Collier’s” such 
widely differing stories as Willa Cather’s 
“The Professor’s House” and Sinclair 
Lewis’s “Mantrap.” Mr. McKeogh will 
tell you why he considers Harvey Fergu- 
son’s “Hot Saturday” and Walter Fabian’s 
“Summer Bachelors” circulation builders 


tor “McClure’s.” 
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Most of you probably have verses hidden 
about your person or in your bureau draw- 
ers. If not, the mountains and the com- 
pany will undoubtedly draw forth an ode 
or two before you leave. Don’t be dis- 
couraged if you try a poem on Mr. Mc- 
Keogh or on me and we do not understand 
it. Miss Munroe published the first work 
of Carl Sandburg, of Amy Lowell, of 
Vachell Lindsay, of many poets of great 
stature. Yet I have read many verses in 
“Poetry” I could not understand. She is 
a fine critic of poetry. If you have verses 
on home and mother take them to Mr. 
McKeogh. He knows exactly what sort 
of verse the masses adore. Find me the 
man so hard-boiled that he does not occa- 
sionally clip a poetic heart-throb for safe- 
keeping and future use on a moonlight 
night. 

This is a clinic; but you must display 
symptoms frankly before we can remotely 
hazard a diagnosis. Suppose you want to 
write the occasional essay, suppose it is 
your ambition to develop an exquisite prose 
style. I know of no one who can aid you 
better than Robert Gay, or give you more 
kindly assistance than Edward Davison, 
who is not only poet and lecturer but a 
former member of the staff of the esoteric 
“London Mercury.” 

I dislike the words “high-brow” and 
“low-brow”; but they are extremely ex- 
pressive and I can think of no others to 
fill their place. Do not think that this 
talk is a plea for the “low-brow” writer. 
It is an attempt to show that a school of 
creative writing must take into considera- 
tion all kinds of writing and must be quite 
as ready to nourish the man who would 
be a Keats as the one who would be an 
Eddie Guest. Another season I should like 
to see this course take one step further 
toward the practicality. I should like 
to see it include in its staff a bookseller 
and a literary agent; for booksellers and 
literary agents survey the writing profes- 
sion with a deadly clarity which perhaps 
none of us here has yet achieved, unless it 
be, perhaps, the poor publisher. 

The success of the school depends en- 
tirely on our ability to cooperate with each 
other, to give mutually the information we 
possess. A good author discovered and de- 
veloped is quite as valuable to us as he is 
to himself or to the public. 
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Ts HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 





Courtesy Serves Business 


HE business value of courtesy in 
helping to insure the smooth flowing 
of books from their source to their 
readers has innumerable phases, and the 
saving of time and friction at .any point is 
of continuous importance. 

When a traveler from an established 
house comes to a city, he is endeavoring to 
form an effective contact between pub- 
lisher and bookseller, and he intends to 
make the best use of each day that he can. 
There must be, as he knows, $15 or $25 
charged up to the expense of publishing 
for every twenty-four hours that he is out. 
Certainly the bookseller owes him the 
courtesy of as prompt attention as possible 
consonant with the conditions of his busi- 
ness. 

Postponement and grumbling only make 
the contact less helpful and do not tend to 
make the buying any more accurate. It is 
yet to be proven by any evidence whatso- 
ever that the discourteous buyer is any 
more accurate or any more helpful to his 
own interest than the one who shows 
courtesy and interest in the coming of the 
traveler. If the retailer has been guilty of 


overbuying in the past, his remedy lies in 
increased knowlege of his own needs and 
not in resisting the approach of the pub- 
lisher’s representative as if doubting his 
own intelligence to handle his business in- 
terests once the two had met.

months just ahead is the time of many such 
contacts, and this point might well be con- 
sidered by some of the trade. 


Delegating Responsibility 
"Fae is one other factor in buying 


methods that is often discussed in the 
booktrade, a subject on which there 
may be different points of view but a sub- 
ject well worth bringing out for comment. 
That is the question of delegated responsi- 
bility for buying. The buyer who has his 
business divided into several departments 
is usually wise if he has the constant aid 
of assistants in buying for the different 
stocks. This is especially true in check- 
ing catalogs and in getting ready for the 
approach of the traveler. The merchant, 
however, who employs an expert buyer 
wants to consider that he is getting the 
full benefit of that buyer’s experience and 
judgment and does not want important de- 
cisions to be passed on to subordinates. 
Buying does not consist only of restocking, 
but covers, also, important decisions as to 
series that shall be carried, lines that shall 
be specialized in, and new methods of pro- 
motion to be undertaken. Decisions such 
as this deserve the careful consideration of 
the head of the buying department. Profit 
or loss is determined by just such decisions. 
Profit in bookselling lies not only in 
caution but also in boldness. Subordinates 
are to be praised for caution, but it is diff- 
cult to estimate what losses are being in- 
curred by lack of sufficient boldness in im- 
portant decisions. The busy season is the 
time for active merchandising methods, and 
aggressive decisions need the judgment of 
the chief buyer himself. The last contact 
in the placing of an important order should 
be the contact between the traveler and the 
person of chief responsibility . 


Census Still Delayed 


HE biennial census of manufactures, 
which is taken in 1926 for the totals 
of 1925, is still delayed insofar as 
the printing and publishing industries are 
concerned. Mr. Steuart, the head of this 
department, explains that the figures are 
very slow in coming in from publishers, 
and it may be two or three months before 
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the totals are available. Two years ago, 
the figures were available in June. In an 
effort to get the statistics more accurate 
and more useful new classifications have 
been made and this is probably the reason 
for the delay on the part of the publishers 
in getting data to Washington. Such in- 
formation promptly gathered would be of 
creat importance to the booktrade, and 
compliance with the request for informa- 
tion is compulsory by the legislative act 
under which it is gathered. 


Fall Index in Preparation 


HE Fall Announcement Number of 

the Publishers’ Weekly is classed 

generally as the most useful issue of 
the whole year. It comes at the opening 
of the fall selling season, and with its 
index to the announcements of publishers 
it is a ready reference key to the latest 
books, either ready or forthcoming.

The lists, printed or typed, should 
be sent in duplicate not later than Sep- 
tember Ist, in order to avoid delays in is- 
suing this, the heaviest number of the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly during the year. If the 
prices of any books have not yet been fixed, 
the title and author’s name will enable the 
dealer at least to locate the publisher.

Cremation for Book Collections 


HE great gathering of British scien- 

tists at Oxford has been fully re- 

ported in the New York Times, and 
among the speakers have been Professor 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, author of *“‘Men 
of the Stone Age,” and Professor William 
McDougall of Cambridge, Mass. 

Professor Osborn’s subject was “The 
Growth of the Evolution Theory.” He 
pointed out that in one of the volumes now 
found in Darwin’s library in Cambridge 
it is recorded that the number of species of 
mammals known in 1827 was 1,124, where- 
as 13,450 are known today. 

In the chemical section, Professor J. F. 
Thorpe took occasion to question the use- 
fulness of the accumulation of printed ma- 
terial. “Civilization,” he remarked, “seems 
to be confronted with two ever-growing 
problems, increase in its cemeteries and its 
libraries. The former, no doubt, will be 
solved by cremation, but it is too much to 
hope that a judicious exercise of this method 
may also ke applied to our libraries. When 
it is‘remembered that there are some 23,000 
scientific periodicals published thruout the 
world, the mind stands appalled at the pros- 
pects that will confront civilization even in 
so short a time as a hundred years hence.”

A Joint Commission Visits Letpsig 


jobbers and booksellers to study 
clearing house methods, under the 
leadership of Stanley Unwin, the London 
publisher, arrived in Leipsig on June 22. 

In Amsterdam the delegation had had 
the opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the organization of the Dutch book- 
trade, in regard to which the Englishmen 
expressed their praise. They now wished 
to learn how the much greater business 
of the Leipsig book-trade was conducted. 

The nine members of the committee 
were first taken by members of the Clear- 
ing House to the Order House, where 
they were received by Paul Eger, the act- 
ing president of the Association of Leipsig 
Booksellers, and other members of the 
board. Mr. Eger sketched briefly the 
purpose and the development of the or- 
ganization created by the Association of 
Leipsig Booksellers and Mr. Unwin ex- 
pressed the thanks of the Study Commis- 
sion for being given the opportunity to 
become acquainted with the organization 
of the Leipsig book-trade. Then by 
means of the detailed explanation given by 
Adolph Behnsen, business manager of the 
Association of Leipsig Booksellers, the 
delegation followed the route of the daily 
order blank, and learned something about 
the differences in the handling of various 
forms. Afterwards there were visits to the 
“parcel exchange,” the Publishers’ Club, 
and other parts of the organization. 

The English visitors were everywhere 
initiated into the details of the develop- 
ment of the Leipsig trade, and the lively 
exchange of questions and answers during 
their visits showed that the guests, as ex- 
perts, wished to obtain a clear picture of 
every part of the business. 

At noon came a luncheon at which’ the 
delegation met a number of their German 
colleagues. Here many questions relating

to the profession were again discussed 
personal conversation, old acquaintances 
were renewed, and new ones were made. 
Dr. Arthur Meiner warmly expressed th 
general feeling that this visit of the Eng- 
lish delegation was conducive to a strength- 
ening and deepening of the relation 
‘between the English and the German book- 
trade, with mutual advantage. He 
ferred to the International Congress of 
Publishers, which before the war brought 
the publishers of all countries together for 
a profitable and friendly exchange of 
opinion, and expressed the hope that the 
book-trade would again in the future, ful- 
fill in good measure its mission of binding 
nations together. Stanley Unwin, in re- 
plying, expressed the conviction that this 
visit would surely contribute towards 
bringing the English and German_ book 
trade into closet connection with each 
other, with benefit to each, in the spirit 
of friendship and mutual esteem. 

In the afternoon the delegation visited 
the Institute of Instruction of German 
Booksellers, where they were received by 
the Director, Dr. Frenzel, and members 
of the teaching force and were shown all 
the arrangements of the institution. 

The last visit of the day was to the 
business office and the representatives’ 
rooms of the clearing house. Here Dr. 
Hess, the general director, received the 
delegation and in a long address gave a 
review of the origin and the activity of 
the clearing house and described the or- 
ganization of the German book-trade in its 
totality. The guests followed with deep 
interest the explanations which in a clear 
and concise manner gave an insight into 
the cooperative and complementary nature 
of our bookdealers’ associations, and ac- 
cepted with thanks the presentation copies 
given them by Dr. Hess. These were the 
jubilee memoirs of the clearing house, ‘The 
German Book Trade and the Intellectual 
Tendencies of the Last Hundred Years,” 
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by Frederich Schulze; the work on “Trade 
Through Leipsig,” published by the As- 
sociation of Leipsig Commission Agent; 
the catalog “‘“German Books,” published by 
the Clearing House for the great book ex- 
hibition in New York; the memorandum 
on “The Economic Significance of Leipsig 
as a Book Trade Center”; and others. 

In this reply Mr. Unwin said that the 
German book-trade thru incessant work 
and by overcoming great difficulties had 
arisen to a position which commanded 
sreat respect, and that many active move- 
ments had sprung from the central or- 
canization founded a hundred years ago. 
He said that in London they did not wish 
to imitate the example of the Germans 
but that they would create an organiza- 
tion which suited the character of the Eng- 
lish book-trade. He thanked Dr. Hess. 
very heartily for giving him and his friends 
an insight into the German system. At the 
end of the session the business offices were 
visited and a little exhibition of adver- 
tising matter was inspected. 

On June 24, in the forenoon, the 
establishment of the Koehler-Volckmar 
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firm was visited, and after that, the Bern- 
hard Tauchnitz concern. Following a 
luncheon given in honor of the visitors by 
the firm Koehler & Volckmar, the delega- 
tion inspected the buildings of the firm 
F. A. Brockhaus, and was then taken thru 
all parts of the Teubner establishment. 

On the morning of the next day the 
German Library was visited, and the 
guests were addressed by the librarian, 
George Schwidetzki, who explained the 
great extent of the activity of the library. 
A tour of all its departments followed. 

The delegation consisted of: C. S. Evans 
(William Heinemann, Ltd.), representing 
the Publishers’ Association; J. Ainslie 
Thin (James Thin, Edinburgh), and 
David Roy (W. H. Smith & Son), repre- 
senting the Associated Booksellers; H. E.

Libraries and Per Capita 
Intelligence 


A Fresh Analysis of Cultural Statistics from the A. L. A. 


OR our youth of America there 
exis today an investment of nearly 

$6,000,000,000 in facilities for formal 
education, in textbooks, in buildings, in 
machinery and equipment. What is the 
return upon this huge investment, as an 
index of the national culture of the Ameri- 
can people? 

A study of the available statistics shows 
that altho the American system of formal 
education offers an opportunity to all, it 
actually produces the following results 
among an average group of 100 children 
of school age: 


36 are not attending school at all. 

54 are attending public elementary school. 

7 are attending public high school. 

3 are in public night school, vocational 
school, etc. 


Only 2 enter college or university. 


Yet public school education represents 
the maximum organized education open to 
the people. It reaches but 64% of the 
youth of America. Even this 64% does 
not, on the average, receive a complete pub- 
lic school education; their average is seven 
and one half years. College and univer- 
sity education reaches but 2%. 

In a democracy educated intelligence 
seems scarcely less necessary in the follow- 
ers than in the leaders. Upon education 
largely depends the future of our civiliza- 
tion, the trend of our institutions, the kind 
of society and the measure of its oppor- 
tunities under which our sons and daugh- 


ters and their children shall work and live. 

What other means are at hand which 
will give to our present and future citizens 
an understandng of life, prepare them to 
function as proficient individuals, a task 
which formal education today only partly 
succeeds in doing? 

Aside from the influences of the home, 
the church, business, societies and clubs, the 
principal channels of education open to the 
American people are books, magazines, 
newspapers, moving pictures and the radio. 

Of these, the moving picture and the 
radio are largely recreational rather than 
educational. And altho magazines and 
newspapers are one of our most important 
sources of education, they are of value 
chiefly to those who are already well be- 
gun on the path of education. 

It is books which seem to hold the pos- 
sibilities of widest usefulness. In them all 
the great aggregations of knowledge are 
embodied. All new learning eventually 
finds its way into book form. ‘They sup- 
ply knowledge in units; they tell a whole 
story as no other medium can. And, most 
important of all, books can furnish, as no 
other agency, the materials either for be- 
ginning an education or continuing one. 

If books could be brought within the 
reach of all, together with some form of 
advice and guidance in ordering and cor- 
relating that knowledge, a real contribu- 
tion to the present problem of national 
education would be made. Is it a task for 
the American public library? 
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The public libraries are free to all. They 
possess the organization and experience for 
giving each individual the necessary guid- 
ance thru the various fields of knowledge. 
They hold the essential resources of book 
knowledge. And the library provides a 
path to education which need not exclude 
any other activity but which may accom- 
pany it, make it more valuable. 

There are, however, in the United 
States and Canada today nearly 50,000,000 
people, according to a recent survey, with- 
out access to public libraries. To bring the 
library system within reach of this group, 
and establish library contacts to further 
the educations of the 36% of our Amefi- 
can boys and girls now out of school, would 
constitute an important step toward the 
goal of national education. 

The American Library Association, a 
national advisory body of 6,800 libraries 
thruout the country, is engaged in a pro- 
gram both to create library facilities for 
these 50,000,000 people, and make the li- 
brary a means to education to the Ameri- 
can youth who do not or cannot attend 
public school. 

To achieve this end, the diffusion of 
knowledge thru free books, and the organi- 
zation of this knowledge thru library 
guidance, a program of cooperation with 
every willing public and private agency has 
been begun. ‘The Association has placed 
the: resources of 6,800 American libraries 
at the disposal of State Library Boards, of 
Town, Village, County and City Commit- 
tees on Education, and of all other agen- 
cies engaged in furthering public education. 

Yet the magnitude and far-reaching 
importance of the work require the co- 
operation of all for its achievement. The 
American Library Association, whose head- 
quarters are at 86 East Randolph Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, therefore asks the co- 
operation of business organizations, of 
Churches, Chambers of Commerce, of 
School Boards, of institutions and clubs, 
indeed of every organization or individual 
who desires that a broad, free, growing 
intelligence be spread thruout America.

HE list of best selling books during 

July, compiled by Books of the 

Month shows the first changes in top 
places that have occurred in many months. 
“The Man Nobody Knows,” after leading 
the non-fiction for half a year, has retired 
in favor of its author’s new book, “The 
Book Nobody Knows,” which treats the 
Bible in somewhat the same fashion as the 
life of Christ was treated in the companion 
volume. The other principal change among 
the leaders is that “The Private Life of 
Helen of Troy” is now down at fifth 
place, on the fiction list, instead of at 
second, where it was for so many months, 
after being supplanted in first place by 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.” 


That diary of Anita Loos’ sprightly 
blonde heroine is still leading the fiction 
by a good margin. It is especially strong, 
this month, in the south, where it only 
missed the vote of one store, to carry the 
solid south. A newcomer which has jumped 
into third place is John Galsworthy’s, 
“The Silver Spoon,” in which Soames 
Forsyte and several characters from ““The 
White Monkey” reappear. “To-morrow’s 
Tangle” a romance by Margaret Pedler 
also makes its first appearance on the best 
seller list, taking eighth place. “The Blue 
Window” has gone down from fifth, last 
month, to ninth in July, and “Sorrell and 
Son” has descended a step from nine to 
ten. 


Among non-fiction, “Our Times” is 
more popular than ever, having stepped up 
trom fifth to fourth. Work’s “Auction 
Bridge Complete,” although receiving a 
noteworthy number of votes from the 
south, has gone down from third to fifth.

The Executive Committee of 
the Publishers Association gave it careful 
consideration and their opinion is expressed 
in the resolution passed at their last meet- 
ing. We surely do not wish to enter into 
a controversy about this—there are many 
other things that can be done—and we are, 
therefore, dissolving the Committee. Re- 
quiescat in pace.

A number of matters have been called to 
the attention of this office during the last 
month, all needing attention. One is par- 
ticularly important and we know that we 
are merely voicing the opinion of our 
membership when we say that it should 
be stopped at once. Within one week, two 
publishers had cause to complain of the 
fact that certain booksellers were putting 
their new books on sale prior to the date 
of publication. This is a most unfair prac- 


tice and should be discontinued. Why do 
these unthinking booksellers endeavor to 


do this throat-cutting ? 


Surely they must 





see that the victim who is adhering to the 
policy of maintaining the date of sale will 
sometime try to get ahead of them. And 
then what? Publishers will adopt a policy 
of witholding the books until the last 
minute (and they would be quite justified ), 
so that sales may be lost thru the inability 
of booksellers to supply the book on the 
day that they should. We have enough to 
do in working for a larger general sale. 
Why stop by the wayside to quarrel with 
those who should be working shoulder te 
shoulder with us? 
* * * * * * 


A damaged book always means a finan- 
cial loss and sometimes a disgruntled and 
lost customer. Ralph Wilson, the New 
York bookseller, has called attention to the 
fact that publishers do not always exercise 
the greatest care in packing books. If a 
slip case corrugated carton is not used, the 
books should be wrapped in corrugated 
paper, cut so that the ends will protect all 
of the books. This method should be used 
by booksellers who send single volumes to 
their customers.

The Clearing House organization is 
practically completed altho there are still 
a number of methods of procedure to 
be tested out. We are, however, in a 
position to ask for more business (some- 
thing we could not have done last month) 
and to promise that the booksellers’ en- 
closures will be handled expeditiously.

From Our London Correspondent 


OMEONE writing in a popular daily 
illustrated paper drew a fairly accu- 
rate picture of the present position of 

publishing and bookselling. 

“Things have not been too good with 
the publishers and booksellers, so far this 
year, to say nothing of authors. Just be- 
fore the end of last year there was the 
long-drawn-out strike which originated at 
Simpkins. This settled, the spring season 
opened hopefully, only to collapse when the 
recent big strike began. 

“Little business was done after that. 
Apart from public disinclination to buy, the 
distribution of books was greatly impeded. 
Good books have become dead _ books. 
Trade is poor, and will remain so while 
the coal deadlock lasts.” 

Anyhow it seems that the writer of the 
article knew what he was writing about, 
and altho he was melancholy, he was cer- 
tainly stating the facts. 

Truth About Publishing 

We shall all welcome Stanley Unwin’s 
forthcoming book, “The Truth About Pub- 
lishing.”” In one way and another, we are 
hearing a lot about publishing and book- 
selling, which is all to the good. ‘Too little 
has been known about the trades in the 
past, and such a method is never healthy. 
Why it should seem necessary to keep book 
publishing something of a mystery, we have 
never been able to understand. Well, Mr. 
Unwin is going to tell us all about it. 

Mr. Magenis’ Lectures 

W. J. Magenis, the very energetic Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Associated Booksellers 
of Great Britain and Ireland recently 
gave a series of lectures on the making and 
distribution of books. These lectures were 
given at the London School of Printing 
and were apparently very successful for all 
of the students sat for an examination at 
Stationers’ Hall and their papers were so 
satisfactory that each one secured the cer- 
tificate of merit granted by that ancient 
guild, the Worshipful Company of Station- 
ers. This result reflects very great credit 
upon Mr. Magenis. 


London School of Printing 

The Preceeding paragraph reminds us 
that J. R. Riddell, the principal of the 
London School of Printing, where Mr. 
Magenis’ lectures were given, recently js- 
sued some facts about his school. 

At present the London School of Print 
ing had over 2,600 individual enrolments 
with about 3,300 names on the class regis- 
ter, and it was a rule that no student, ex- 
cept in special circumstances, was allowed 
to attend more than two evenings per 
week. There were some 1,700 apprentices 
attending during working hours, and the 
present accommodation, despite the recent 
additions, was so taxed that it was not 
possible to accept day students for more 
than four hours per week each. The 
question of further accommodation was re- 
ceiving consideration. Mr. Riddell says 
that in a year or two he expects to have 
at least 3000 students. It is interesting to 
note that each student at the school keeps 
a daily time-sheet., The school plant is 
valued at about $200,000. 


National Book Council 

The Organizing Secretary, Maurice A. 
Marston has issued a most encouraging re- 
port of the past year’s work. During the 
few months the Council has been in ex- 
istence, it has accomplished a great amount 
of important work, all of which is largely 
due to its most efficient and energetic 
secretary. The program for the next few 
months is very far reaching and ambitious. 
But the N. B. C. is capable of carrying it 
out.

W. L. Courtney has retired from his po- 
sition as chairman of the board of directors 
of Chapman and Hall, and has resigned 
his seat on the board, altho still retaining 
the editorship of the Fortnightly Review.

These will be replaced by a fire- 
place and lounge chairs, to give it more the 
air of a private library. The class room 
will be in the college library building for 
convenient access to books. Plans are al- 
ready made for greatly increasing the size 
and facilities of the library. Class work, 
iccording to Dr. Hamilton Holt, president 
ot the college, will be largely free discus- 
sion by the students under the guidance of 
Prof. Grover. There will be some lec- 


tures on books and book-making. Such a 
college department was first suggested by 
Ralph Waldo Emerson fifty years ago, 
when he wrote, 


“Meantime the colleges,

whilst they provide us with libraries, fur- 
nish no Professor of Books; and, I think, 
no chair is so much wanted.” So far as is 
known all three of the courses are new in 
college work which makes them frankly 
experimental, but they are based on good 
pedagogy and common sense, and have met 
with the approval of many educators. 


Introduction of this course is primarily 
for the purpose of developing reading 
habits in college students that will be life- 
long. That college graduates as a class do 
comparatively little reading is a recognized 
fact, and in the American Library Associa- 
tion’s fiftieth anniversary program for the 
expansion and development of library 
facilities special recommendations in line 
with the Rollins College experiment are 
being made. 


Frank Harris Prosecuted 


RANK HARRIS, whose book, “My 

Life and Loves,” has been brought into 
court on several occasions in this country 
is now being prosecuted in France for the 
second volume of this series of memories 
and portraits. It is believed to be the first 
time that a foreigner has been prosecuted 
in France for writing in a foreign tongue. 


Harris is a naturalized American but has 
been living in Nice. He left England 
where he edited the Saturday Review 
and undertook the editorship of Pearson’s 
magazine in New York in 1916. He was 
brought into court on complaint of John 
Sumner, Secretary of the New York So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice for al- 
leged indecent matter in Pearson’s but was 
acquitted. There are several parties whom 
Harris feels may have raised the issue now, 
one of them being the American Comstock 
Society, whose aim it is to keep down 
everything printed in English in France 
which they do not consider proper. 

The settlement of this question will be 
of interest to more than the French who 
are prosecuting Harris. It will establish 
a ruling for foreign circles over printed 
matter in English which may involve James 
Joyce’s Ulysses, which was printed in 
France and is sold there but cannot be sent 
thru the mails into this country, and other 
works of like character. 
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$25,000 Novel Contest 


‘THE John Day Co. and the Woman's 
Home Companion, both of New York, 
have offered $25,000 for the best written, 
most interesting novel by a man and a like 
sum for such a novel produced by a woman. 
According to the terms of this latest and 
largest of the competitions announced this 
year, the two winning authors will receive 
not only the prizes but book royalties as 
well and will also retain all motion picture, 
dramatic, second serial and foreign trans- 
lation rights. As manuscripts are to be 
entered under pseudonyms, the beginning 
author will have an equal chance with the 
celebrity. Runners-up for the prizes may 
have their entries accepted, if suitable, for 
either book or serial publication, on terms 
to be arranged between the authors and 
the publishers. 

Four judges, two men and two women, 
will determine the two winners. One 
judge will be appointed by the Woman's 
Home Companion, one by the John Day 
Company, one chosen from the Authors’ 
League of America and one from the 
American branch of the P. E. N., an inter- 
national club of writers. The only restric- 
tions made for the contestants are that the 
novels submitted must be original pieces 
of work written in English and must be of 
average novel length. ‘The contest closes
